Sail into Annapolis on the cross-bay ferry 
of top the crest of muiny a rolling hill as you 
motor the State's highways, and before yuu 
unredds a pansrama that reminds you of an 
Enelish villaze, snuggling close about the slen- 
der spire of its parish church 

At Su. Anne's Church in Annapolis (nanved 
for Princess Anne) parishioners: today take 
cutniniunivn from oa siver aitviee bearing the 
cout of dries of King William TT. The roster 
of the town and county names reveals: how 
thorcuehly the rots of the Ole Line State 
were etnbedded in Britain. 

Here in Maryland are spacious manorial 
estites where colonial English ventlemen and! 
their ladies lived gtaciqusly and entertained 
lavishly, Some are still held by descendants 
af the ariginal owners, and the laure of colo: 
nijil living still lingers. 

Qveroon the Eastern Shore stands an old 
frame tavern whose doors continue to swing 
to thide beneath tts sign bearing the date 1744. 
In one of its ledgers, kept between 175% ancl 
1793, T thumbed threvh the entries of “erngy, 
toddy. horsefeed, dinners and suppers ‘which, 
though charged in pounds, shillings, ane) pence, 
wert often paid off in lambs, butter, a cow, 
or accalf.

In Virginia waters the young crabs ute 
Spawned, 

As they prow, doffine their outgrown shells 
and producing new oes in frequent moltings, 
they move towand the tipper portion of the 
big Bav. 

There the adult males slay. When the fe- 
males have attained full size and approach 
their fast molt, they begin to migrate clown 
taward the saltier waters near the ocean. Muat- 
ing of females tukes place only after’ this last 
shedding, the males often carrying them in 
their claws for miles down the Bay on the 
nuptial journey to select a favorable ‘shedding 
retried, 

since each female lays between one milan 
and two million eggs, and since the preponder- 
ance of crabs taken by Virginia watermen are 
miner bearers, it is alrvions that crabbing opera- 
tivns in the lower Chesapeake vitally influence 
the steck of the entire Hay, Conservation of 
this rich seafood depends on co-operative meas- 
ures by the two States,

All the way from the southern tip of land 
near Cosfield to Elkton, at the bead of the 
Bay, manor houses dot the countryside. In 
recent Years many northerners have come over 
here on the EFuctern Shore and purchased 
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samme af these historic homes. “Talisman, be- 
longing to Mr. Arthur HH. Karner, and the 
wide white-fenced acres owned by the lite 
Walter P.. Cchrysler, are noteworthy examples 
af the rebuilt and refurbished estates, 

The quiet little fishing down of Oxtord, a 
busy port for colonial trade before some of its 
streets grew up to wrises, has of late hecome a 
popubef retrent foro number of [herary men. 

A colorful personality of Oxtird, tea, is 
“Miss Molly.” Until she retired last June, 
her real name, Miss Mury W. Stewart, had 
appeared on Uncle Sam's official Hst of prst- 
musters ever since President Rutherford B. 
Haves gave her the appomtment, March 4, 
La77, to succedd her father, an appointee et 
Abraham Lincolt, 

On a sizzling-hot summer noontime I paysed 
under the giant oak at Wye Mills to cool of 
and meditate. On a sign by its base I read?

Ta me, it seemee 
much older, larger, and more friendly than 
heures would suppest. 

At Wye Mills one roud Teads north through 
gracious, mellow, and altagether-cdelightful old 
Chestertown and crosses the (Chesapeake ancl 
Delaware Canal, linking the two Bays aot 
Chesapeake: (ity.

Everyone in the Onitecl Siates knows al 
Annapolis, though some may be only vaguely 
uware that it is the capital of Marvlanel. 

The comment of one Annapolis resithent 
explains why; “Just the other day some out- 
of-stute visitors stopped] me right here by the 
Statehouse and asked the way to Annapolis. 
When 1 told them that they were in it, they 
sti, “Oh, we mean the Naval Acudemy,’ ”

<7 HODES, Islan! of Roses.” someone 
| murmured. T saw a blank line of 
“ mcdiewal city walls. Would they prm- 


vide o refuge for me from war-torn Europe? 
And for how long? 

Details of recent heetic weeks elbowed into 
mind: the flight from Copenhagen, mine fields 
of the Baltic, darkened armored German trains; 
a cross-city ride in blacked-out Berlin to cateh 
the seuth-bouned express. 

Sow, two and a half days out from Brindisi, 
our ship nesed into the harbor of Rhodes. 
The long walls, topped by a feather-duster 
palm and a few minarets, rolled back scroll- 
fashion to form St, Catherine's Gate. 

But inside T did not find a dreaming land. 
After nearly four centuries of apathy under 
Turkish role, Rhodes and others of the = 
called] Dodecanese Iands were occupied by 
Italy in the Utalo-Turkish War of 1912: Their 
real awakening came about 1923 whin their 
mpirtunce to the Fascist plan of empire woe 
‘liscoverenl, 

Anew life bewan, The name ' Dorermanes” 
wie changed. Since it comes from ihe Greek 
word “twelve,” the Iinlians found it inappro- 
priate. Their possessions off the coast.of Asia 
Minor exclude Greek Tkharia; one of the origi- 
nal Dodecanese, and include Rhivles, Lipso 
( Lisso), and Cos (Coo), which were not. Fur- 
thermore, there are not twelve but fourteen 
major ‘ishands, with tmumerable islets anil 
revis.

There are many festivities. The one draw- 
ing the biewest crowed is the pilgrimage to the 
Orthodox monastery of Panormiti on the 
istaned of Simi. Thousands of Simiotes living 
an Other islands and other continents return 
to moet their townspenple. 

T boarded one of ihe. Nag-hedecked caiques 
transporting pilgrims from Khodes. Each 
person carried food, blankets, and in his 
hands long votive candles and the focal cure 
for seasickness, a lemon, 

For three days the otherwise deserted moras- 
tery was a thriving town. Turkish coffee 
and wine peddlers, the sausape mun, the ven- 
ders of religious mementos—all did a good 
business. There was even an enterprising 
Simi barber who set up shop just withm the 
nile. Being: shaved while listening to the 
gossip is the only limury known to many. 

All day long there were services und proces- 
sions, At night entire pilgrim families slept 
vn wide shelves in one or another of the maze 
of rooms, As oa forvign guest, T was lodged 
in a small cell with a bed. 

The last evening musicians in the court- 
vard played chords on tsimbals (page 454) 
and modermined versions of the lyre, Some- 
one began dancing the svafa, Another joined, 
then ua third, until well over a hundred were 
included, circle within circle. They then string 
out inte one long line and danced three times 
around the candle-lowing church. 

Next morning | was taken to the town of 
Simi aboard o sponge bowt But this tubby 
litth: calque, the Pecaso!’ Surely a man-sined 
wave would capeize a. Vet through centuries 
of experience It became second nature for 
Simiotes to build weather-worthy boats, im- 
cluding most of the light, swift ones of the 
Knivhts of Rhodes. Still today Simi builds 
craft for other islands (page 405). 
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The Pecase’s crew of five men, just retum- 
ing from seven tonths of sponge fishing off 
the const of Tripoli, initiated me into the 
secrets of their calling. AN had relatives in 
America. Our sponge industry at Tarpon 
Springs, Florida, numbers divers from the 
islands. of Simi, Calino, and Calchi. 

“What will you do at home?” [ asked one 
Calinote huddled over a narghile.

T knew many squandered their earnings 
after their return, even to lighting cigarettes 
with 100-life notes, Not that there is much 
to squander it on, The coffeehouse life in- 
cludes it all: ecards, rounds of resined wine 
wil mystica (a liqueur flavored with gum mias- 
tic ancl aniseer), and the music of tsimbal ancl 
violin players who flack to Simi and Calino 
when sponge boats straggle homeward.

Besiles these emperors, Brutus, Cassius, 
Cato, and Cicero were stadents in Rhodes" 
renowned schools of rhetoric. And Nero 
talked of obdicating for o life of feisure on 
the island, 

But just how cid modern Ltaly come into 
possession of these isles in the Aegean? 

Since the Ttalians biel oecupied them in 
the Juio-Turkish War, the 1912 Treaty of 
Lausanne agreed Italy should .continue to

With the second Treaty of Lausanne in 
1923, signed by the principal Allied Powers, 
Greece, atl Turkey, Linlian sovereignty be 
came definite.

are inclined to forget that the ordinary 
pursuits of Hie continue and, what ts 
mone, continue pretty much as in time of peace. 

This is especially true in England today, 
Britain has been living in o state of war fur 
18 months. Thousands have been killed and 
wounded; hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of property has been destroved: the 
country is bombed almost nightly, and it is 
faced with the ever-present threat of invasion, 
Yet the people manage to keep going. ‘Gov. 
ernment and industry continue to functinn, 
Life goes on, 

The thing that impresses mie most about war- 
lime England is the attitude of the people. 
Their morale is magnificent, Atter the fall of 
France and the Low Countries, especially after 
the bombing of Rotterdam, some of us were 
afraid they would be unable to take it. They 
have been under intensive bombardment now 
for about six months. 

Uinless the Germans have something much 
worse than what they have used to date, the 
chances are that the civilians of England can 
go on indefinitely. 

I think there was a brief period, at the very 
berinning of the Blitzkrieg, when the people 
might have cricked. IT remember vividly the 
first terrible night (September 7,1940). More 
than 300. persons were killed and some | 400) 
seriously wounded. The East End of London 
was one vast inferno, Surely, we thought, 
human beings cannot stand such punishment. 

Another night went by, Five hundred more 
wert killed. The people stood fast. A week 
passed. . . . twoweeks. By that time, in my 
opinion, the crisis was over. 

The people adjusted themselves bo the 
nightly attucks from the skies. They resisted 
the unite to fee. They obeyed ‘the Gov 
emment's injunction to “stay put.” It may 
well be that the fortitude of the ordinary 
people of London in the terrible nights of 
September will mean the difference betweeh 
defeat and victory for the British Empire. 

(avilians-in “Front-line Trenches” 

Today the citizens of London—and of the 
other cities of Britain as well—have adapted 
themselves to a way of le which ig not much 
lifferent from that entured by front-line sol- 
diers of the last war. 

Millions of them nightly go underground 
lo seck such safety as there ts from fying 
splinters.

We had an extremely heavy roid ane night 
just before 7 left London late in January, 1941.

The crash of bombs and the glow of the 
fires gave us the feeling of living through some 


surt of medieval nightmare. Few got any 


sleep that night. 

It was almost with dread that | opened my 
curtains in the morning. But there was no 
reason for dread, then. The sun was shining 
brightly. ‘Traffic moved in Berkeley Square as 
ustial 7 noticed that an wld street sweeper, 
with whom I had become acquainted, was on 
the job. The attendants in apartment houses 
stow on the sidewalk, resplendent in’ their 
various uniforms. Modela and seamstresses 
tripped into the gown shop up the street,

In my own building the valets went about 
preparing breakfast and laying out clothes.

Fhe difference between that morning and 
the experiences of the night before is symbetic, 
to me, of the two kinds of life that now exist 
in England,
